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COUNTER-ATTACKS ENDANGER ENEMY’S WEDGE

MOSCOW, July 9.—(AP) 
~-Germany’s mightiest of- 
fensive of 1942 has failed | 
thus far to gain any broad’!

river, battlefield dispatches 
reported today. 

With massed tanks and an in- 
fantry force padded heavily with 
Rumanians, Hungarians 
Slovaks for numerical superiority, 
the Germans were reported still 
forcing crossings in small groups 
in an effort to regain footholds 
where their earlier bridgeheads 
were smashed.

NAZIS DIVERT FORCES 

Russian dispatches said that as a 
result of tank-led Russian counter | 
blows which recaptured several | 
communities on the flanks of the) 
Nazi wedge west of the river, the 
Germans were forced to divert large 
forces from their drive toward 
Voronezh. 

The Russian counter-attacks ap- 
parently centred northwest of 
Voronezh (perhaps aimed from 
Orel at Kursk, starting point of 
the Nazi drive.) 

Earlier a Russian withdrawal 
from Staryi Oskol, 65 miles south- 
west of Voronezh, had widened the 
German salient 65 miles southwest

‘Newspaper Size 
Thought Likely 


To Be Reduced

will be restricted in size before 
many months are passed.

MAY BE STREAMLINED 

Authorities in close touch with 
these developments believed that 
newspapers throughout the North} 


American continent will be stream- 
lined for the duration of the war, 
by cutting down the number of 
pages and possibly the size of 
page, eliminating a _ substantial 
amount of features now published, 


and still leave the newspapers an| 
effective agency of information and | 


publicity, It is likely that this whole 
subject will be opened up with the 
newspapers shortly. 

Under the permit system for 
selective service, newspapers are 
regarded as an occupation closed 
to men eligible for military ser- 
vice. 

The newspapers have recently 
been added to the list of essential 
occupations for national war ser- 
vices purposes, so that divisional 
boards may accept applications for 
postponement of military service 
for newspaper employees. This 
action, recognizing the wartime im- 
portance of newspapers, has coin- 
cided with raising the draft age to 
forty years. By chance it has co- 
incided also with prospects that the 
new economic strategy of curtailing 
civilian production will cut down 
newsprint and enforce a reduction 
in size of newspapers, 


| STAFFS REDUCED 


Most newspaper staffs are sharp- 
ly reduced as far as men of mili- 
tary eligibility are concerned and 


a growing shortage of war publicity | 


men, normally drawn from news- 
Paper staffs, is evident in Ottawa. 
Curtailment of newsprint produc- 
tion would release resources of 
power, men and materials that can 
be transferred directly into war 
uses officials believe. Newsprint 
is a substantial user of electric pow- 
er, of logging labor and many mar 
terials used in war, Moreover, 
newsprint capacity, it is understood, 
can be diverted to other productive 
uses in filling vital war demands. 
Men cutting pulp logs, it is pointed 
out, are exactly the type of heavy 
labor required in lumbering and 
cutting aircraft spruce, in which 
labor shortages are developing.

Defence Minister Ralston says no gen- 
eral plan of releasing soldiers for harvest 
work is possible this year. Leave may 
be granted to limited numbers of men 
whose services at home are particularly 
needed, but intensified training and broad- 
ening operations of the army may make 
even this impracticable. 

Unwelcome as the news will be to farm- 
ers, the more so because there is a pros- 
pect of good to heavy crops over most of 
the west, military needs must come first in 
this as in all other matters. The same con- 
ditions which make it necessary to call up 
25,000 men for training in the August 
draft also make it necessary that training 
shall not be interrupted, even for so im- 
portant a purpose as harvesting the crops. 

Should the farm labor situation become 
tense at harvest time, civilians will thereby 
be given another opportunity to do a bit of 
useful service. Thousands of town men 
could, if so minded, spend their holidays in 
the harvest fields to their own advantage, 
that of the farmers, and the economic se- 
curity of the country. Civilians in enemy 
countries do that; why not in Canada?

If they still wish to resist 
the majority will, when the want of confi- 
dence motion comes in they will have to 
refuse also to accept the judgment of the 
technical men who are charged with the 
responsibility of conducting the defence 
That will leave them isolated 
completely from their fellow-Canadians, 
civilian and military.

The Government of Ontario has refin- 
anced $15,000,000 of a maturing loan. 
The former rate of interest was 5 per 
cent. The new rate is 3 per cent. The sav- 
ing to the Ontario taxpayers will be $300,- 
000 per year. 

This refunding was of course put 
through without any kind of pressure. 
The buyers of the new bonds did not have 
to take them. They bought them _be- 
cause the new rate of interest was as at- 
tractive as any other investment return 
in sight. If they had known where else to 
put their money at higher rental they 
would have put it there. 9 

This transaction is not peculiar; it is 
typical of present day financial opera- 
tions. Other provinces have refinanced 
with a corresponding lowering of the in- 
terest charges. Bond flotations are rela- 
tively long term investments. The inter- 
est rates at which they are now being 
floated means that in the opinion of the 
buyers the days of high rates have gone, 
to return no more, 

Intrinsically Edmonton's credit is as 
good as that of Ontario. This city has 
never defaulted, in the payment of inter- 
est or principal. But the holders of the 
city’s bonds are still compelling it to pay 
an average rate of more than five per cent. 
For this they have no justification. 


What Moscow Doesn't Say 


The battle for the Don basin has been 
going against the Russians, and it has 
gone badly. Nazi forces have penetrat- 
ed farther into Russia at that point than 
they did anywhere along the line last 
summer. For the reason that they start- 
ed this year’s drive from advanced bases, 
despite the throw-back they suffered dur- 
ing the winter, ue 

Moscow makes no attempt to mini- 
mize the enemy gains, nor to deny that 
the situation is critical. Quite the con- 
trary. The communiques there admit 
Berlin's claims with no more than the 
usual necessary margin of discount, and 
fully recognize that if the gains can be 
consolidated and moderately extended, 
Hitler will have a gap through which to 
launch his turning movement toward the 
Caucasus. 

It is notable, and hopefully so, that 
Moscow says nothing about plans to coun- 
ter this thrust. That Timoshenko has 
such plans may be taken for granted, but 
Hitler is being given no hint as to what 
they are, The silence on this subject is as 
encouraging as the frank admission that 
the Red army has been getting the worst 
of the fighting. The Allies would likely 
have done better in some other theatres 
if they had kept their intentions to them- 
Selves, 

There is nothing in this Nazi push to 
cause fears that Russia is being beaten 
or that it will be beaten. Even Hitler can 
hardly entertain that hope, after what 
followed his boast last October that Rus- 
sia had been ‘crushed’. An army that 
falls back is an army that isn’t destroy- 
ed. Three million German graves in Rus- 
sia testify to that all-important fact. 


Against Everybody? 


The debate as to whether Canada's 
war policy is to be shaped by the major- 
ity, or by a combination of minority 
groups, is ended. The vote stood 158 to 
54. The negative voters included 46 Que- 
bec Liberal members, 2 Independents, and 
6 C.C.F. members. 

When the bill has been formally read 
a third time and has received the Royal 
assent, the Government will be empow- 
ered to draft men for oversea service. It 
will also be empowered to send oversea 
thousands of men already drafted for 
home defence and trained or now in 
training. The immediate effect will be 
to enlarge the supports available for our 
oversea forces by the number of those 
already called and trained under the home 
conscription law, 

One last-minute concession—if they 
choose to call it a concession—was made

Editor, Bulletin: Whereas it 
has been dernonstrated that the 
finest synthetic rubber and fuel 
alcoho] can be manufactured 


from wheat, of which Canada 
has large quantities, and can 
produce much more, and 

Whereas no patents, commer- 
cial rights or strictly financial 
considerations should stand in 
the way of maximum production 
for victory, 

Therefore, be it resolved that 
United Farmers of Alberta 
strongly urge the Dominion gov- 
ernment that the actual and po- 
tential] productive capacity of 
western Canadian agriculture be 
geared jnto this phase of the 
national war effort and that in 
particular a plant or plants for 
the creation of synthetic rubber 
from wheat be erected in west- 
ern Canada with the absolute 
minimum of delay. 

The above is a copy of one of 
the resolutions sent on to vari- 
ous members Of the Dominion 
government from a recent meet- 
ing of the executive of the 
United Farmers of Alberta. The 
U.F.A. are also seeking the en- 
dorsation of the United Grain 
Growers, the three wheat pools 
and the farm organizations of 
the other two provinces. Here is 
an opportunity for boards of 
trade and other urban organiza- 
tions to act as well.

Away back in 
1938 when Beverley Baxter was 
saying he would rather live 
under Fascism than Communism, 
the then despised Russians made 
50,000 tons of synthetic 
out of this wheat alcohol propo- 
sition. The Polish inventor of 
this process is now in the United 
States. He gave evidence hefore 
a committee of the Senate. 
Down there they are going to 
make about one quarter of their 
synthetic rubber out of wheat. 

To erect 
and put into operation a plant 
to make rubber out of petroleum 
takes about 18 months. For the

As the debate reveals, the 
Quebeckers have long memories, 
The imperialistic attitude of 
many Conservatives recalls to 
them, with the most unfortunate 
effect, the Nationalist-Conserva- 
tive campaign of 1910-11.

LONDON, July 9—(CP)—Wea- 
ther conditions throughout June 
were more favorable for continu- 
ing the bombing offensive of the 
R.A.F. and R.C.A.F, than during 
May, and the bomber command 
operated against German and oc- 
cupied territory on 13 days and 
20 nights, while the air forces as 
a whole operated 20 days and 23 
nights, 

Bombers carried out 16 attacks 
against five military and industrial 
targets in Germany; five of them 
| against the Ruhr, four against Bre- 

men, two against Ess® and one on 
Osnabruck. 


The 1,000-bomber attack which 
took place against Cologne May 30- 
31 was followed by a 1,000-bomber 
jraid against the Ruhr June 1-2, 
while another 1,000-bomber raid on 
Bremen was carried out June 25-26, 
The force dispatched for these two 
principal attacks included Lancas- 
ters, Manchesters, Stirlings and Hal- 
ifaxes, while aircraft fighter and 
army co-operation commands in 
conjunction with bombers carried 
out diversionary attacks on German 
airdromes. 

The attack on the Ruhr on the 
night of June 1-2 was hampered by 
cloud and industrial haze, but was 
so severe the fires reflected on the 
sheet of cloud over the Ruhr were 
visible from the coast. Essen was 
the chief target, but damage was 
inflicted throughout 
densely - populated manufacturing 
towns, coal mines and iron and 
steel works, 


DAMAGE INCREASED 

The attack on Bremen on the 
night of June 25-26 was also hind- 
ered by adverse weather. In spite 
of this, the damage already caused 
by previous attacks was consider- 
ably increased. Bremen is the sec- 
ond largest port in Germany and 
an industrial centre. Emden suf- 
fered severe damage in raids on its 
port. The Nordseewereke 
building yards were damaged, as 
were the dock area and the main 
railway centres. 


In occupied territory 33 attacks 
; were carried out against 17 targ- 
jets. Among the objectives were 
docks and harbor installations, 
ipower stations and railway com- 
munications. Five were against 
Dieppe, four against Le Havre, 


three each against Lannion, Maup- 
ertuis and Dunkirk, two against 
Bruges, while Abbeville, Berck, 
Boulogne, Calais, Cherbourg, Flush- 
ing, Hazebrouck, Le Treport, Mor- 
laix and Ostend also were attacked. 
Twelve of these attacks were dur- 
ing the day by Boston aircraft of the 
Bomber Command, with fighter es- 
corts, chiefly on coastal areas 
stretching from Flushing in the east 
to Cherbourg, Morlaix and Lannion 
in the west. Numerous large scale 
sweeps also have been carried out 
by fighter aircraft and bomb-carry- 
ing Hurricanes of the fighter com- 
mand,
